Scholarship... 


Although it’s been a custom of col- 
lege students to discount the impor- 
tance of scholarship when it conflicted 
with activities, academic honors have 
been found to mean something, after 
all. President Walter S. Gifford of the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company gives the men who gradu- 
ate in the first tenth of their class four 
times as many chances to secure a 
high salaried position as those who 
graduate in the lowest third, regard- 
less of activities. 

The statements of President Gifford 
have no idle backing. A number of 
large corporations have standing of- 
fers open with various colleges to give 
positions to the leading scholars of 
each class. That students are awake 
to the implications of academic su- 
premacy is shown by a consistent 
preference for the Phi Beta Kappa 
key over all other honors in surveys 
of Eastern schools. 

Activities are a matter of the pres- 
ent; they are without question im- 
portant forces on every campus, and 
the keen interest which they excite 
can easily force classes into the cor- 
ner, where they serve as a rather dull 
backdrop to greater achievements. 
Lectures, reading assignments, and 
reports can scarcely create the same 
stimulus that active competition in- 
cites. 


But it’s interesting to remember 
that the backdrop will continue far 
longer than the foreground, which is 
vital now and not so lasting. It’s a 
good thing to recall that when keys 
and shingles are packed into a trunk 
at graduation, the scholars are the 
ones who get the jobs. 


*This article was taken from the 
editorial column of a “Collegian” dat- 
ing back several years. It represents 
an increasing sentiment upon the 
Penn State Campus. This seems par- 
ticularly significant by a comparison 
of the higher average grades now 
than several years ago.
